In¬ 
cluded in their number are specialists whose achieve¬ 
ments in the realm of medical science are known far 
and wide. None the less distinguished because of 
the part they play in human affairs are the general 
practitioners. All are members on an equal footing 
of the great organization now nearing its hundredth 
birthday. .Victoria welcomes them ell heartily. 

The birth aad growth of the British Medical 
Association constitute an impressive chapter in the 
record of human endeavor. At‘the call of a Worcester 
practitioner, one Charles Hastings, fifty men met and 
discussed the status of medical men frbm many 
points of view, and the outcome of their deliberations 
was the formation of a body which went by the name 
of the "Provincial Medical and Surgical Association" 
—implying that the "country doctor" was entitled to 
be considered just as important a factor in this branch 
«f science as the men who were drawing the larger 
fees in the metropolitan area astride the Thames. The 
organization was nothing if not ambitious from its 
inception. In the forefront of its objects wss t de¬ 
termination to safeguard and advance the interests of 
the medical profession "through research into, and 
dissemination of, scientific discoveries; to aid in the 
advancement of medico-legal science through contact 
with the courts of justice; and equally to devote itself 
.10 maintenance of the honor of the profession." This

A re the women of Canada con- 

txibuting sufficient of their influence and co¬ 
operation toward the wlution of the problems, par¬ 
ticularly that of unemployment, of the present day? 
This was the underlying theme of an address which 
Mrs. J. A. Wilson, president of the National Coun¬ 
cil of Women, delivered at a luncheon which that 
organization held at the Canadian National Exhi¬ 
bition at Toronto the other day. 

“It is not that we have done that we must stress.” 
Mrs. Wilson emphasized, “but what we must do. Let 
us women realize more that our work greatly d,epends 
on who supports us in our Legislatures. More and 
more must we see to it that our policies ere sufficiently 
caaefiiuy brought out that we shall Dot see them 
turned aside." Mrs. Wilson characterizes the present 
unemployment situation a disgrace — something 
wrong with a civilization which is allowing hundreds 
of thousands of people to be out of work and with¬ 
out means of subsistence. She called upon all the 
councils from coast to coast to give serious thought 
and consideration to this question. 

It should be possible to arouse the women of 
Canada through such organizations as the National 
Council of Women to a thorough realization that in 
their hands lies very nearly the whole solution of the 
principal economic problem with which Canada is 
faced it the present time. If every Canedian house¬ 
wife. not to mention Canadians as a whole, would 
resolve forthwith to support every form of Canadian 
industry by demanding Canadian products in pref¬ 
erence to products imported from other countries, it 
would not be very long before the I 75,000 or 200,- 
000 people idle in this Dominion would be at work. 

There is nothing spectacular about this method 
of ending unemployment. It involves no deputations 
to governments, no scientific tariff adjustment. For 
a time it might mean that the housewife would pay 
a little more for some commodities than she is paying 
now; but aa the demand for these products grew, 
production costs would decrease, with the consumer 
getting the benefit. Hence, if the National Council 
of Women and similar organizations throughout the 
Dominion would drop all their other business for 
twelve months and 'concentrate on a campaign of 
■hit -kind, they would be contributing more toward 
ihe prosperity and general welfare of this country 
than Parliament and all the Legislatures combined 
could possibly contribute.

Host to the association at its meetings in Winnipeg 
was the Canadian branch—itself a product of Con¬ 
federation year, with a membership of 164 that has 
since expanded to one of more than 4,000. Its task, 
however, necessarily waa vastly different from that 
which confronted the organization that took root in 
Worcgyjer (hjrty-five years earlier. The Canadian An- 
sociation's career began with a concerted attack upon 
the problem of education, the provision. «f medical 
training. In many cases teachers were supplied from 
its own ranks until the universities included medical 
faculties. Many years ago the members of the As¬ 
sociation recognized that their function should not be 
limited to the curing of disease, but equally applied to 
the prevention of disease. And the plane upon which 
the profession stands in Canada is best reflected in the 
number of native sons who hive mede important con¬ 
tributions to medical science in many lands. 

There is an impression in some quarters that medi¬ 
cal associations are so rigorously orthodox that they 
lean backwards; that their members do not keep 
abreast of the times and. therefore! are out of step 
with modem civilization. As to that, if modem civiliza¬ 
tion is mirrored accurately in the credulity with which 
many people accept the nostrums of Aimee Macpher- 
son and her kind, and the offerings of quackdom 
under innumerable heads, then the medical profession 
must confess that it belongs to another age. an age 
when charlatans had to work harder and more skil¬ 
fully for results. But modern progress can not be in¬ 
terpreted by these peculiar manifestations, and medical 
science is marching onward, as progressively and 
steadily es eny other science, in an atmosphere of 
unity rather then of hysteria end superstition. 

The addresses delivered at the recent convention 
in Winnipeg must have given many of those who read 
them new conceptions of the altitude of leaders of the 
profession to the problems affecting the health and 
happiness of humanity. If the general public would 
take to heart some of the simple homilies which fall 
from the lipa of eminent speakers they would benefit 
immeasurgaHy. For example, it wu reminded by Dr. 
Charles Mayo "that religion on the part of the patient 
is a human and vital factor in the work of the medical 
profeuion;” by Lord Moynihan that "the last em¬ 
pire to survive on earth will be founded upon love and 
honor, truth end charity, purest faith and simple duty;” 
by Dr. Hutchison of Londob that “to take no thought 
for what you shall eat or drink is wiser than to be 
always fussingWer it;” and by Dr. Smith of Winni¬ 
peg that "health insurance is a vital need of to-day." 
There is nothing reactionary or archaic in advice of this 
kind; it is unimpeachable commonsense particularly 
applicable to the present generation.

of The Nstioa calls attention to a by-product 
of the automobile industry which ordinarily goes un- 
mentioned—the ruinston of tempers and manners 
which the automobile seems to hsve brought to mil¬ 
lions of good citizens.

we are quite willing to give the other fellow a break 
aad to refrain from pushing ourselves to the front too 
blatantly. 

Put one of us behind the wheel of an automobile, 
however, and what happens? Dr. Jekyll vanishes 
and Mr. Hyde comes tearing to the front, grinding his 
teeth, clenching his fists and muttering swear words. 
The mildest of men it transformed into a ruthless auto¬ 
crat, demanding that all other motorists on the high¬ 
way give way before him.
